The attached application for the appropriation of ground woter
is for the purpose of supplying water foi the construction and
operational phases ol the MX Missile System in Spring Valley.
The attached application is one of five for appropriation of
ground water in the valley. Each application is for 4%y acr.o-
teet per year ot ground water resulting in a total yuantity ¢
2425 acre-fect per year for the ground-water basin. This iz a
conservative figure and is greater than that which will likelv
be required annuvally Jduring the construction per.od. The
2425 acre-feett ain regquested for only a one. to two year con-
struction peried within a span of five years beginning in 1lyg4
and ending in lvysn_ Construction of r1eads and o [neinibhae
construction plant and camp are expected to commence adour one
year prior to sheller construction and will require less than
one-fifth of the 243" acre-feet figure, Ground water reyuired
for road construction is included in the 2425 acre-fect Lor
shelter construction, Following construction the wupeidticial
ground-water use 14 expected to be less than 300 acie (=et per
year, This reduced quantity of ground water will be needed
for the life span of the system which will be approx.mately
20 years. ' '

The ground water for construction will be used for road compac-
tion,, dust suppression, shelter construction, miscellaneous
structures, and. pousibly construction plants and camps. Ground
water for the operaetional phase will be used for maintenance and
surveillance facilities personnel as well as other possible
support systems.

The place of use of the ground-water, as indicated on the
attached water riahts survey map, .covers the entire valley in’
anticipation of the probably broad areal extent of construction
activities. It is possible that once the construction plannina
has been completed, a request may be filed to change the puint
of diversion on the attached application to a more strateaic
locatien, however, the above stated total guantity of qground
water will remain the same. '
